Contrary to what some po-
litical aspirants were saying
in the heat of the political
campaign, United States pres-
tige in the Middle East has
never been higher than it is
today in any period of the
past eight years. Not since
1948, when Arab states misin-
terpreted our support of the
State of Israel as a hostile act

_against them, has the United

States received such prajse
from the Arab states and the
overwhelming majority of the
nations of the world for our
positive’ stand condemning
the aggression upon Egypt.

President Eisenhower's
statement that ‘“the ' United
States declares itself against
the use of force either by Is-
rael, Britain, or France" gave
new heart ‘and spirit to a
‘world brought to the brink of
disaster by the flagrant vio-
lation of sacred commitments

“ of the nations involved to up-

hold the United Nations char-
ter for the preservation of
peace. The State of ' Israel,
Britain and France must
stand condemned before
world public opinionfor their
deliberate repudiationvof
their UN covenants, irrespec-
tive of the merit of their in-
dividual reasons for resorting
to aggresion against a UN
member state.

In our opinion, Israe'ls in-
vasion and subsequent victory

in hgypt will result in reper-

cussions and increase hatreds
from the Arab world that
could lead to greater retalia-
tion and danger than ISrael
experienced in all its turbu-
lent eight-year existence. By
this aggrression Isra‘el has
shocked many of its support-
ers in_ the U.'S. and abroad.

The overwhelming con-
demnation from many of its
friends inside the UN is proof
of Israel's present unpopular
position before world opin-
ion. Even the United States,
whose - moral ‘and financial
support of Israel sustained it
in the most crucial days of its
origin in 1948, was stunned
by Israel's disregard of her

Proof of this-is found in the
fact that had Israel attacked
Egypt without such collusion,
Britain and France, if sincere
in their concern only over
Suez, could have landed their
armies in the line of Israel's
march on Sitez, instead of at-
tacking Egypt, the nation try-
ing to defend herself against
aggression.
